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STATE LIBRARIAN'S REPORT,

WHEELING, November 30, 1880. 


To His Excellency, Henry M. MATHEWS, 
Governor : 


Sir :—In compliance with the law of this State, I have the honor 
T CONIARE the following report of the condition of the State 

ibrary. 

The appropriation of $1,000.00, made by the last Legislature for 
the purchase of books, was soon after expended, under the direction 
of the Court, but was uot sufficient to complete the Library. The 
Court has been consulted on the question of further appropriations 
for the purchase of books, and their judgment is that it will take 
$2,000.00 to complete it and make it what it should be. 

There.is a new series of English Law Reports, which are in the 
Library up to 1867, but we have not the Reports published in the 
last thirteen years, but are needed badly. 

We also have on the shelves about three hundred and fifty text 
books, old editions. There are later editions, which are very nec- 
essary for the Court. 

The old editions could be disposed of at fifty cents per volume, 
which would give us a fund of from one hundred and fifty to two. 
hundred dollars toward the purchase of new editions. 

There is also badly needed the late reports of the United States. 
Supreme and United States Circuit Court. A few of this class of 
books were purchased out of the appropriation made: at the last 
session of the Legislature. : A 

All of the above books can only be obtained by purchase. Our 
system of exchange for State Reports is kept up, and in the course 
of a year, the books obtained in this way adds greativ to the 
Library, without cost to the State, except the express charges. 
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Two years ago, we had in the Library about one hundred dupli- 
cate volumes State Reports, which I was authorized to exchange for 
new ones. The best price offered was one dollar per volume, and 
they were disposed of that price, which gave us twenty-two vol- 
umes that are of value to the Library. Ialso exchanged a num- 
ber of duplicate Session Laws, which completed the Session Laws 
of Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

The duplicates that we have exchanged—the books exchanged 
with the States and those purchased direct—has added three hun- 
dred and fifty-two volumes to the Library, a list of which Tap- 
pend to this report. 

I have prepared a catalogue of the Library, which will be out 
very soon, giving the date of each work. The work of getting 
up a catalogue of five thousand volumes is not a light undertaking. 

Considering the number of books used by the Court, carried to 
and from their rooms, they are in very good condition, showing 
that they are properly taken care of by that body. 

- The loss of books is very slight, there being but four volumes 
not accounted for since my last report and.catalogue. 

There are a number of books out.of the Library in the hands 
of lawyers, but in almost every instance were gotten on the order 
of a Judge or State officer. l = 

I find it almost impossible to refuse an attorney the privilege of 
carrying a book fromthe Library to be used in a case being tried 
in court, but in all such cases the books are returned promptly. 
The private libraries of attorneys often contàin books not in the 
State Library that the Supreme Court are compelled to have, and 
it would be anything but courteous not to return the favor. 

The $200 appropriated for the purchase of furniture for the 
Library was expended on tables and curtains for the cases. The 
Library would be very comfortalbe, indeed, if it had some kind of 
cheap covering for the floor.
